Cowbridge teacher 
tells of the day that 
swine flu hit Mexico

A FORMER head schoolgirl of 
Cowbridge Comprehensive, who is 
teaching in Mexico, has spoken of the 
fear people experienced as swine flu 
emerged as a threat to the population’s 
health. 

Natalie Cuthew, aged 25, who is from Cowbridge 
and attended the local comprehensive school from 
1995 until 2005, told The GEM: “My fiance Ian 
Betts and I live in Mexico City where we work at the 
Lancaster International School in the south of the 
city. 

“I work as a special needs and English teacher. 
The news of swine flu broke here late on the night 
of April 23 when a text went round the school staff 
to say that we should not go to school the next day 
as there was a flu problem.” 

Natalie said that at first no one grasped the seri¬ 
ousness of the situation. 

“We didn't really realise what was happening, as 
there was nothing in the news, so we were just happy 
to have a day off work. 

“We went to the cinema the next day and then to 
the local cantina, where we merrily spent a Eriday 
night out! 

“There were a few people wearing masks, but it 
wasn’t until we woke up on Saturday, April 25 that 
we realised how serious it was. 

“It was all over the international press and there 
were rumours the school would be closed on the 
Monday, too.” 

All of a sudden, Mexico City, one of the busiest 
places on earth, became deserted. 

Natalie said: “We went out on the Sunday and 
the city was like a ghost town. Our road is very busy 
with a lot of markets stalls and traffic but there was 
just nothing.

“It brought tears to his 
eyes to know that some¬ 
body appreciated what 
they are doing. 

“Anita told her moth- 
er-in-law Ivy about meet¬ 
ing Phillip, Ivy and her 
friends at the Knitting 
and Bingo Club, 
Coytrahen sent 22 


parcels and letters to the 
soldiers.” 

Donna stressed that 
when the public send out 
parcels it really gives the 
British services a lift. 

She said it is important 
that people understand 
the distinction that the 
soldiers are doing their 
duty, and it is the politi¬ 
cians who make the deci¬ 
sion to go to war. 

“If people want to 
demonstrate against the 
war they should make 
their feelings known to 
the politicians, not to sol¬ 
diers on a parade.”

MUM-TO-BE THANKS EMERGENCY 
SERVICES AFTER CRASH NIGHTMARE 


REPORT by TIM CHAPMAN 


A VALE mother of 
two, who is expect¬ 
ing her third child, 
has described the 
nightmare moment 
the brakes of her car 
failed and she had to 
mount the grass 
verge of a country 
lane to avoid a head 
-on collision. 

Sarah Wear, aged 35 
from St Athan, contacted 
The GEM to pay tribute 
to the professionalism of 
the emergency services 
who gave her medical 
assistance and cut her free 
from her Kia car, which 
was lying on its driver’s 
side with her trapped 
inside. 

Sarah, who is six 
months pregnant, 

explained: “I was going 
through the lanes from 
Llantwit Major towards 
the A48, and approaching 
the village of Llyswomey. 

“My sons James, who 
is 12, and Alex, 10, were 
in the car with me. 

“The traffic ahead 
began to stop and I 
attempted to put on my 
brakes and there was 
nothing there. 

“I was heading for the 
van in front, swerved 
inside to avoid it, mount¬ 
ed the grass verge and 
struck the tailgate of the 
articulated lorry in front 
of the van, leaving my car 
on its side. 

“Everything happened 
so quicldy! The driver’s 
airbag inflated, and then 
exploded, but did its job. 

“When we were at a 
standstill I asked the boys 
if they were okay, and 
they were. 

“It was a bit of a blur, 
but I remember hearing 
the car’s fan and music 
still playing on the radio.” 

Sarah noticed a strange 
smell from the airbag, and 
was anxious that the boys 
got out as she was con¬ 
cerned there might be a 
fire or the car might 


explode. James, who was 
in the back, climbed out 
using the door, but Alex, 
who was in the passenger 
seat, had to wriggle out 
through the window. 

“I couldn’t get out 
because the side of the car 
was smashed in. 

“I was worried about 
the baby because any¬ 
thing can happen in a 
crash. I wasn’t in pain, 
and then I felt the baby 
kick - which put my mind 
at rest. 

“Support arrived so 
quickly. Linda and Paula, 
two nurses from the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital who were travel¬ 
ling along the lane, were 
immediately on hand to 
check 

“I was conscious and 
comfortable - they gave 
me towels to rest my head 
on. 

“They kept reassuring 
me and talking to me to 
keep my mind off things.” 

Paramedics and four 
fire crews - one each 
from Cowbridge and 
Pontypridd, and two from 
Bridgend - raced to the 
scene. 

“A paramedic climbed 
in behind me and gave me 
oxygen. The firefighters 
secured the vehicle to 
make sure it didn’t topple 
over and then cut off the 
roof 

“It took about 40 min¬ 
utes for them to free me. 

“Without the quick 
response and profession¬ 
alism of everybody at the 
scene I wouldn’t have felt 
anywhere near as safe.” 

Sarah was taken for a 
full check up at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend 
while the police contacted 
her husband Neil to let 
him know that despite the 
collision she was safe and 
sound. 

“I had cuts and bruises 
down my right hand side, 
but nothing serious. 

“The midwives carried 
out a scan of the baby

which was fine.” 

The collision took 
place at 12.4(^m, Sarah 
was in hospital being 
checked up by 2pm - and 
home by 4pm! 

“My husband’s par¬ 
ents, Alan and Val, gave 
me a lift home. 


“I want to thank the 
nurses who were on the 
scene, the paramedics and 
firefighters, and the hos¬ 
pital staff and midwives 
for all their help that after¬ 
noon - everybody was so 
helpful and professional,” 
Sarah added.

“We went to the 
supermarket and 
everyone was wearing 
masks so we tried to 
buy some. All our local 
shops had sold out so 
we couldn't take that 
precaution. 

“Luckily, the parents 
of some of my students 
gave us some a few 
days later, as they are 
doctors.” 

Since the outbreak, 
Mexico’s economy has 
lost billions. Natalie 
explained: “From the 
Monday onwards, the 
city slowly shut every¬ 
thing down. 

“The president made 
an announcement ask¬ 
ing people to stay at 
home, and for business¬ 
es to only open if 
absolutely necessary. 

“Bars and restau¬ 
rants were asked to 
only serve take-away 
food, to prevent people 
being in close proximi¬ 
ty to each other, but 
many just closed down 
altogether as there was 
just no-one to serve. 

“Since May 3, peo¬ 
ple have started going 


back to normal a little 
bit. There aren't as 
many people in masks 
and some businesses 
have reopened.” 

Last Thursday things 
at Natalie’s school 
started to return to nor¬ 
mal, but new proce¬ 
dures have been intro¬ 
duced. 

“Students have to go 
through a check point 
upon arriving at school. 
There are five questions 
they have to answer 
and there are doctors on 
the door to check for 
illness. 

“If anyone has any 
of the symptoms they 
are sent to the health 
centre straight away. 


The same goes for 
teachers. We are being 
provided with alcohol 
to wash our hands and 
disinfectant to clean our 
classrooms after each 
class. 

“The timetable has 
been changed so we 
have a short break after 
every two classes in 
order to clean, and for 
the students to go and 
wash their hands. 

“It was really quite 
scary at the beginning 
as we didn’t really 
know what was going 
on and because we 
don’t speak the lan¬ 
guage, we haven’t 
understood everything 
that is going on.” 


To top it all off, an 
earthquake struck 
Mexico on April 27. 

Natalie, who has not 
lost her sense of 
humour, said: “It regis¬ 
tered six points on 
Richter Scale and 
shook our building. 
Fortunately, since the 
1985 earthquake, most 
buildings are earth¬ 
quake-proof - so there 
was no damage any¬ 
where near us but you 
could say it was an 
exciting week!” 

In July Natalie and 
Ian are returning to 
Britain to get married 
before moving to 
Portugal - hopefully for 
a peaceful married life! 


Vale village mourns local 
banker shot in Bahamas 


HYWEL JONES, the Welsh banker origi¬ 
nally from Peterston-super-Ely, who was 
shot in the Bahamas and had since been in 
a coma, has died in hospital. 

Mr Jones (55) was arriving at his office when he 
was shot in the head. 

Mr Jones’ mother, Mrs Mildred Jones, had only 
said goodbye to friends in the village as recently as 
December to move to the Bahamas to live with her 
son. 

She had endured ill health in recent years and Mr 
Jones had planned to take care of her in her old age. 
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Police in the Bahamas described the attack as 
bearing the hallmarks of a professional hitman. 

Mrs Jones is being comforted by her other son 
Illtyd, who flew in from California where he works 
in the film industry. 

Mr Peter Ockwell, who runs the village’s garage 
and knew Hywel’s father Tom, and knows the fami¬ 
ly, said: “The community of Peterston is very close 
knit and people will want to extend their condo¬ 
lences to Mildred, Illtyd and the rest of the family.” 

It is believed Mr Jones’ body will be flown back 
to the UK for burial in Wales.

T he last deep 
mine in the 
Rhymney 
Valley, Penallta 
Colliery near 
Ystrad finally 
closed down in 
1992. 

At the peak of its pro¬ 
duction it employed 
3,000-men from various 
local communities, and 
at one time held the 
European record for coal 
production, so its closure 
left a deep scar, not only 
on the community but on 
the economy and social 
aspects of the area. 

In 1996, the idea for 
the transformation of the 
former coal pit was put 
forward by the local 
authority, and as a result, 
Parc Penallta was 
formed after 180 
hectares of land was 
transformed into a com¬ 
munity park. 

Eight walkers joined 
their leaders, Janet and 


John at Parc Penallta, 
where there are plenty of 
way-marked trails in the 
park to explore, and a 
visit to Sultan - the pit 
pony is not to be missed. 

Sprawled across the 
hillside, 200 metres in 
length and 15 metres 
high, this is the United 
Kingdom’s largest earth 
sculpture. 

A short walk towards 
the viewing point led the 
group past some poems 
about mining, and sculp¬ 
tures designed by chil¬ 
dren, and although the 
weather was overcast, it 
remained dry and spring 
flowers were in abun¬ 
dance on the banks. 

These included wild 
violets, celandines. Jack 
by the Hedge (or garlic 
mustard) and Dove’s- 
foot Cranesbill, a mem¬ 
ber of the geranium fam¬ 
ily.

Plaid AM calls for 
Vale spending on 
the youth services 


PLAID Cymru regional AM 
Chris Franks has urged the 
Vale council to up their spend¬ 
ing on youth services in “these 
difficult economic times”. 

He made his appeal after figures 
obtained by Chris Franks revealed that 
the Tory controlled council spent just 
£12.51 per head of its multi-million 
pound education budget on youth serv¬ 
ices in 2007-08 against a Welsh aver¬ 
age of £16.73. It represented 1.7 per 
cent of the education budget against a 
Welsh average of 2.1 per cent. 

Mr Franks said: “In these difficult 


economic times, I accept local authori¬ 
ties, like everyone else, are facing hard 
choices in how they spend their money. 

“However, I really think the Vale 
council needs to be looking to increase 
their spending on youth services such 
as youth clubs and youth workers. 

“The Vale council has never given 
youth services a high priority. Large 
areas of Barry, Penarth and Dinas 
Powys are laclang in youth clubs and 
facilities. Similar size councils invest 
twice as much as the Vale. 
Neighbouring local authorities are able 
to find significantly more than the 
Vale”.

T en years of 
action speaks

The latest figures on 
bus passes taken up in 
the Vale show that the 
number of passes given

duced in April 2002. 

Linked to the ‘trans¬ 
port’ theme, there is little 
doubt that the £17mil- 
lion plus investment in 
opening up the Vale of 


Glamorgan rail¬ 
way line with 
two new stations 
at Rhoose and 
Llantwit Major, 
has had positive 
benefits in my

Operation Synergy 
carried out in the Vale 


THE first major 
exercise to be 
launched since the 
merger of the Vale 
and Bridgend police 
divisions saw 39 
arrests made across 
the new ‘super divi¬ 
sion’ in a two-day 
operation from April 
30-May 1. 

Under the code name 
Operation Synergy, 100 
officers carried out a 
number of tasks, ranging 
from executing warrants 
to high visibility patrols 
across the region and 
targeted outstanding sus¬ 
pects and wanted offend¬ 
ers. 

On Wednesday, April 
29, police in the Vale 
carried out three drugs 
warrants, making two 
arrests for alleged pos¬ 
session of Class A drugs. 

Neighbourhood 
Policing Teams also car¬ 
ried out high visibility 
public reassurance 
patrols. During the day, 
eight checks were com¬ 
pleted to ensure that 


with their bail condi¬ 
tions. There was one 
breach reported which 
resulted in an arrest. 

There were 12 further 
arrests made in the Vale 
during the first day of 
the operation. These 
were for a variety of 
offences, ranging from 
providing a positive 
breath test, to breach of 
the peace, thefts, burgla¬ 
ries and drugs offences. 

During the second day 
of the operation, the 
emphasis was on public 
reassurance, with 
increased patrols across 
the whole of the divi¬ 
sion. 

In the Vale, one vehi¬ 
cle was seized for no 
insurance, 100 leaflets 
were delivered by NPT 
officers in areas where 
auto-crime has been par¬ 
ticularly high, and speed 
checks were also carried 
out which resulted in 
two fixed penalty notices 
for speeding being 
issued. 

In tandem with this 
operation, police in the 
Vale also mounted a tru- 


Operation Wildchild, 
when 10 ‘stop and 
account forms’ were 
completed. Four of those 
stopped were truants. 
They were returned to 
their schools and anti 
social behaviour refer¬ 
rals were issued. A fur¬ 
ther ASB referral was 
issued the following day. 

Acting Chief 
Inspector Jim Hall, who 
led the operation with 
Acting Chief Inspector 
Jay Winslade-Gregory, 
said: “Operation 
Synergy is the first of 
many such initiatives 
which will be carried out 
by officers from across 
the new division. 

“As well as develop¬ 
ing a united team across 
the division, we will be 
focused on making the 
area an unwelcome place 
for criminals and offend¬ 
ers to operate. 

They will always have

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ALTERNATIVE SEVERN BARRAGE SCHEME 
COULD OVERCOME LOCAL OBJECTIONS 


AN alternative Severn Barrage is being 
put forward - one that will not involve 
any road and railway construction on 
either side of the Bristol Channel. 

Although this project is not currently among the 
options being looked at by the Assembly, the man 
behind the plan says that he aheady has serious 
financial institutions interested in backing it, and 
can step in if politicians shy away from the pro¬ 
posed Severn Barrage. 

Gareth Woodham, of the Severn Lake Company 
Limited, envisages a concrete causeway, 12.2 km 
long from Lavemock Point (Fort Road) in Wales 
to Brean Down (National Trust) in Somerset, 
England. 

The existing proposals are for a concrete wall 
carrying turbines with a road and railway above. 
This means that at Sully, and on the other side of 
the Channel, there would be huge infrastructure 
projects that would need to be built. 

Mr Woodham told The GEM: “The Severn Lake 
Causeway does not propose to run ashore at either 
side. It will be fully autonomous in every utility 
and will not have a roadway between Wales and 
England. 

“The proposal goes further in providing a whole 
ribbon development within the lake that it will cre¬ 
ate.”. 

This scheme envisages the construction of tur¬ 
bine galleries holding 192 turbines that will cap¬ 
ture the tide on ebb and on flow, computer-con- 
trolled for tidal and lake height control, all 
designed to generate the maximum energy produc¬ 
tion. 

Because electricity would be generated on both 
ebb and flow, the power output would be higher. 

Mr Woodham says that the minimum life design

will be 100 years. The ambitious project includes 
fish passes with viewing points, and underground 
marine life viewing cafes. 

The Causeway will also contain within its width 
two free-flow shipping channels able to sustain 
250,000 dwt shipping. These locks will allow the 
unhindered passage of shipping at all available 
times. 

To provide a clear channel for commercial ship¬ 
ping and to control leisure craft, islands would be 
moored in place, to be used as to their market 
needs and value. 

Mr Woodham says that many extra features can 
be added to the causeway. He said: “Provision can 
be made for the addition of underground cellars 
that would contain organic waste. 

“Made of reinforced concrete, these cellars will 
hold approximately 90,000 tons (each) of roboti¬ 
cally controlled organic waste. These will provide 
methane gas to be burned to provide an extra elec¬ 
tricity supply source.” 

With local public opposition a major factor 
when it comes to siting waste treatment works, Mr 
Woodham sees this as a green option that would 
add to the overall environmental benefits of the 
scheme. 

The decomposed waste can be pelleted, and the 
cellars refilled. Mr Woodham claims it is possible 
that the facility can provide the “whole of the 
organic waste fill site requirement for south Wales 
and the south-west, in a continuing process. 

Another ‘green’ spin-off would see off-shore 
wind farms close to the causeway, well away from 
land-based objectors, with the wind farms acting 
as a wind-break for the causeway. 

He said: “The causeway grid provides a conven¬ 


ient and cost effective conduit for such a scheme, 
and would be managed by the Severn Lake 
Company.” 

There would be a tourism spin-off too, with four 
marinas created, two along each shoreline. These 
would provide safe berthing for boats, yachts and 
water sports using the lake. 

The Severn L^e Company would also provide 
a lifeboat station. 

Eurther options based around the causeway 
include “private islands” to be used as luxury liv¬ 
ing accommodation, “sponsored islands” which 
can provide habitat for wildlife and birds, and fish¬ 
ing and diving islands with temporary accommo¬ 
dation. 

Mr Woodham said: “The company would look 
to promote tourism and provide free electricity and 
/ or gas to all lake transport suitably equipped. 
(This would include Cardiff Bay, Newport, 
Gloucester, Bristol, Portishead and Weston-Super- 
Mare).” 

The Causeway would contain ports on both sec¬ 
tions to initially deal with construction and latterly 
to accept waste and the utility and service of the 
causeway itself. 

The causeway would have its own water supply 
through its own desalination plant. 

The extremities of the causeway, with 
allowances for fish passes would be designed land¬ 
scaped in consultation with the local authorities in 
Wales and the National Trust in Somerset. 

Mr Woodham said: “The building of the cause¬ 
way would provide a huge new environment more 
suited to life on a live lake. 

“The Erench at Le Ranee, and with hydro 
schemes we have looked at in Avignon, and others, 
have led the way and will provide copy-cat sys¬ 
tems of fish pass, level control and upper erosion 


protection. 

“The Severn Lake Company intend to manage 
thelLake to encourage sustainable dish stocks and 
varied aquatic life, and will look to work with the 
RSPB to provide some of the compensatory habitat 
described as a condition by the Sustainable 
Development Commission.” 

In the planning process, the Severn Lake 
Company will argue that the provision of renew¬ 
able power is in the national interest. 

Mr Woodham insisted that the actual building of 
the causeway described has no particular engineer¬ 
ing hurdles. It is likely that in the design, certain 
sections can be installed and working before oth¬ 
ers. 

He added that exact details of this are subject to 
commercial confidentiality. He said that it as esti¬ 
mated that between four and six yards in the UK 
and Netherlands could build the cellars. 

Employment at its height could be some 30,000, 
over some five to seven years. 

Mr Woodham admitted: “The most difficult part 
of the project is the politics and the planning and 
consent procedures. 

“With the introduction of this ‘whole’ develop¬ 
ment and given the increases in the returns for 
energy, and waste disposal, the viability of the 
project will be shown to be attractive to medium 
and long term investors”. 

Although the project will save money by doing 
away with the need for massive construction proj¬ 
ects at Sully and Brean Down, the extra afeatures 
associated with this scheme means that it will not 
be any cheaper than the existing Severn Barrage 
proposal.

BRIDGEND BRIDE WHO 
WAS BEATING CANCER 
DIED FROM SUPERBUG 


A GRIEVING 
Bridgend bride¬ 
groom has been 
awarded more 
than £100,000 com¬ 
pensation, after his 
young bride died 
in hospital from a 
deadly superbug. 

Sian Ptolomey beat 
cancer - but fell victim 
to the C.difficile infec¬ 
tion while being treat¬ 
ed in a Cardiff hospi¬ 
tal. 

Just a few days 
before she died, Sian 
(25) was told she was 
winning her six-month 
battle against cancer - 
and was looking for¬ 
ward to a long and 
happy life. 

However, her hus¬ 
band William saw her 
die just 17 months 
after their wedding day

from C.difficile. 

Newly-wed Sian was 
diagnosed with treat¬ 
able Hodgkin's 
Lymphoma and was 
admitted to hospital. 
She was winning her 
battle to overcome the 
illness, but was killed 
by the superbug - 
believed to have been 
picked up in hospital. 

Her heartbroken 
father Terry Pickett, of 
Brackla, said: “They 
were looking forward 
to starting a family 
together. When she 
died we were in total 
shock because it was 
all so sudden. 

“One minute every¬ 
thing was hunky-dory, 
with a specialist saying 
she had virtually beat¬ 
en cancer - the next 
she was dead.” 

Sian’s family 
claimed the hospital 
where she was being 
treated for cancer 
failed to investigate 
after she complained of 
the symptoms of C.dif¬ 
ficile. 

After an inquiry, the 
Velindre NHS Hospital 
Trust in Cardiff has 
paid a six-figure com¬ 
pensation sum to 
Sian’s husband in an 
out-of-court settlement. 

Prison administra¬ 
tive manager Sian was 
diagnosed with 
Hodgkin’s Lymphoma 
in December 2005, but 
was told there was an 
85 per cent chance of a 
cure. 

She made the 20- 
mile journey to 


Velindre from her 
home in Bridgend 
every two weeks for 
chemotherapy treat¬ 
ment. 

When she com¬ 
plained of a swollen 
back, vomiting and 
diarrhoea a few weeks 
before she died, she 
was told they were side 
effects of the cancer 
treatment. 

But less than a week 
after being told that 
her cancer sessions 
were succeeding in 
beating the disease, she 
was admitted to her 
local hospital seriously 
ill. 

Terry (48), said: 
“From being told she 
had virtually beaten 
cancer and everything 
was looking rosy, we 
were now being told 
she had no chance of 
surviving the night. 

“She died 26 hours 
after being admitted, 
with me and her hus¬ 
band holding her 
hands”. 

Terry said a doctor 
at Bridgend’s Princess 
of Wales Hospital told 
them they suspected 
Clostridium difficile, 
which led to a ruptured 
bowel and severe 
blood poisoning. 

“The doctor said if 
she had been treated 
earlier, she would still 
be alive today”, he 
stated. 

The primary cause 
of death on Sian’s 
death certificate is list¬ 
ed as septic shock 
(Clostridium difficile). 


Velindre Hospital 
launched an investiga¬ 
tion and sent their 
findings to Sian’s fam¬ 
ily, admitting failings 
in relation to identify¬ 
ing her symptoms.. 

Sian’s butcher hus¬ 
band, William (34), is 
still too upset to talk 
about the tragedy, but 
Terry said: “I don’t 
want Sian to have died 
in vain. I don’t want 
this to happen to any 
other young person, or 
go through the agony 
we have endured.” 

Velindre NHS Trust 
have apologised to 
Sian’s family - but 
refused to talk about 
the tragedy because of 
“patient confidentiali¬ 
ty”. 

Chief executive 
Allison Williams said: 
“Staff work extremely 
hard to ensure that 
good infection control 
procedures are in place 
to protect patients. 

“We are committed 
to taking all possible 
precautions to protect 
our patients from 
infection. 

“However, in the 
small number of occa¬ 
sions where they do 
occur, we routinely 
carry out a thorough 
investigation, apolo¬ 
gise to patients and 
their families as appro¬ 
priate. 

“And we ensure that 
we learn from the cir¬ 
cumstances to min¬ 
imise the risk of them 
happening again ”.

In addition, 18 members of the 
Scottish parliament have pledged 
their support for local newspapers 
by signing a Local Newspaper 
Week 2009 motion. 

MSPs applauded the significant 
investment made by local newspa¬ 
per publishers to deliver to an 
increasingly digital agenda and 
enhance their digital audience. 

Radio and television presenter 
John Humphrys kicked off his 
journalistic career on a number of 
local titles in Wales.

He said: “Local newspapers 
hold local authorities to account. 
Whether you’re reporting the local 
court or council, local papers bring 
the way the community works into 
everybody’s home. 

“If we don’t have local newspa¬ 
pers, who is going to do that? If 
people don’t know what is going 
on in their community, how are 
they going to hold to account the 
people that mn their lives? In the 
end, that is the point of local news¬ 
papers.

Echo, television and radio journal¬ 
ist John Sergeant stresses the 
importance of local newspapers in 
maintaining the vitality of a com¬ 
munity:

T he world of print and broadcast 
journalism is in chaos. Across the 
globe, newspapers, radio and tele¬ 
vision stations are closing down at an 
alarming rate.

PORTHCAWL’S Mayor, Coun David 
Newton Williams, who has lived in the 
town for more than 70 years, has just fin¬ 
ished his year in office. Here, he reflects 
on that year, and on what the town means 
to him.

L ittle did I know when I used 
to come to Porthcawl as a young 
lad that one day I would live here 
- or indeed, that one day I would be 
Mayor of the town that I loved from 
the very first time I came to stay. 

So what were the odds of my achieving that 
honour three times? 

I love it in all its moods and its seasons; not 
only on the glorious summer days that used to be, 
with blue cloudless skies, clean water, visitors 
galore and views that went on forever, but also in 
the depth of hard winters with deep drifts, frozen 
lakes and just the residents to greet and talk to. 

A town full of character and characters who 
always had the time to talk to you and tell you 
about the town that they remembered. 

Mind you, some of them were like the Old Salt 
I knew in my youth who, if truth were known and 
you added up the years he served in ships of the 
line, he must have joined the navy about two 
years before Nelson was born. 

The town has changed; but then hasn’t every¬ 
where. Life has changed, expectations have 
altered. Progress arrived in the shape of the 
Beeching Report and cheap foreign travel, and 
Porthcawl changed forever. 

Local authority changed and no longer is the 
town the master of its own destiny - and there are 
still those who would argue that the changes that 
have occurred over the years have not been to the 
advantage of Porthcawl. 


Only last week The GEM showed photographs 
of car racing on Pink Bay in the 1920s; or what 
about Sir Alan Cobham’s Flying Circus based in 
the Rest Bay car park? No doubt Health and 
Safety would put a stop to all that, if sand erosion 
and extreme dredging hadn’t made it impossible. 

There is a lot of talk about regeneration - and 
just think, there are people living here in 
Porthcawl who are in their 40s and who have 
heard nothing but that since the time they were 
born - and the clock has yet to start ticking. 

But for all that, I love the town. It’s a good 
place for children to be brought up in, with good 
schools and a good sporting ethos, and that counts 
for a lot. 

I’ve thoroughly enjoyed this past year as I have 
the previous stints as mayor and if you were to 
ask what the highlights were, I would find it diffi¬ 
cult to answer. 

Laying a wreath at the Menin Gate in Ypres to 
help celebrate the centenary of the Porthcawl 
YMCA and to commemorate the lives of those 
from the town who were killed in both world 
wars, and in the skirmishes that have followed 
since, must be at the top of my list. 

My involvement with the schools and youth of 
the town and my enjoyment of the vast well of 
musical and artistic talent that exists in the town 
are also highlights. 

My appreciation of the organisations of the 
town who work for the good of the community 
and the life within that community without 
thought of recompense or praise and yet deserve it 
in trumps, is boundless. 

Finally, my thanks to go everyone who has 
welcomed my wife and I into their lives and 
involved us in the wide range of social cultural 
and religious activity in the town. 

I know that I may only have played a relatively 
small part in the ongoing changes, which may or 
may not happen, but please do not give up hope - 
just get involved and work harder to achieve the 
best for Porthcawl.

IT’S STAR TREK, JIM - BUT NOT AS WE KNEW IT! 


J j ABRAMS is 
a man with the 
popular culture 
golden touch. 
Having been 
responsible for such 
small screen fare as 
Alias, Lost and 
Fringe, his trips to 
the big screen have 
been just as fruit¬ 
ful, producing mon¬ 
ster-movie 
Cloverfield and 
helming action 
blockbuster 
Mission: Impossible 
3, 


His latest task, how¬ 
ever, is quite possibly 
his most difficult; mak¬ 
ing 2009 audiences care 
about a franchise that 
lost its relevance in the 
mid-90 - Star Trek. 

Taking the story to its 
origins, we meet a 
young James Kirk (Chris 
Pine), a rebellious teen 
who joins the Starfleet 
Academy hoping to find 
new worlds. 

Meeting up with the 
likes of Spock (Zachary 
Quinto), Bones (Karl 
Urban), Chekhov (Anton 
Yelchin) and Uhura (Zoe 
Saldana), Kirk soon 
finds himself in charge 


of the Starship 
Enterprise, and on 
course for conflict with 
Nero (Eric Bana), a 
Romulan intent on caus¬ 
ing all manner of 
havoc... 

Another week, anoth¬ 
er origin tale. Yet, unlike 
last week’s Wolverine, 
the auspicious begin¬ 
nings of the Star Trek 
gang didn’t necessarily 
require retelling. 

After all, the adven¬ 
tures of the Starship 
Enterprise on television 
kick-started a lifetime of 
devotion for fans of the 
series, some of whom 
perhaps wouldn’t relish 
seeing a new crew 
aboard the fabled craft. 

I certainly wasn’t one 
of them, never really 
getting the allure of 
Klingons and warp 
speeds; in fact, the only 
film I have ever walked 
out of was the last big 
screen Trek outing, 
Nemesis. 

So it was refreshing 
to sit down to Star Trek 
without the baggage of 
the various other incar¬ 
nations. This is the story 
from its very beginning, 
and what a thoroughly 
enjoyable and satisfying 
story it is, delivering the 
blockbuster sensibilities 
you would hope for 
while also setting up the 
new franchise wonder¬ 
fully well. 

JJ Abrams’ statement 
that he was more of a 
fan of Star Wars than 
Star Trek may have dis¬ 
illusioned old Trekkies 
(or Trekkers, you can 
never be sure), but his 


lack of reverence for the 
source material means 
that he comes to it with 
a fresh pair of eyes. 

Taking his cue from 
George Lucas’ space- 
opera, we get glossy 
technology, dogfights in 
space and a wide collec¬ 
tion of planets and alien 
life forms; we even get a 
few Star Wars cribs 
throughout the story (our 
hero being pursued by a 
creature on an ice planet, 
the villain destroying a 
main character’s planet) 
that smack just a touch 
of that franchise. 

However, Abrams’ 
direction is solidly enter¬ 
taining throughout, 
grasping the sensibility 
and delivering a film of 
scope and substance. 

The screenplay, from 
Roberto Orel and Alex 
Kurtzman, strikes the 
right balance between 
paying respect to the 
original series’ charac¬ 
ters while ripping up 
what has gone before 
and delivering some¬ 
thing more in tune with 
current cinematic tastes. 

The script may lose 
some of the hallmarks of 
the franchise, the big 
issues and themes 
absent, but there is plen¬ 
ty of time for that in the 
next one; the main aim, 
to set up the characters 
and story, is executed 
very well. 

The only real mistake 
they make is one all too 
common when setting 
everything up for future 
instalments, and that is 
losing the actual story in 
among the introduction

of characters. 

The storyline of Nero 
wreaking havoc almost 
comes across as an after¬ 
thought, something that 
makes the casting of 
Eric Bana a touch super¬ 
fluous, delivering the 
slightest of pay-offs, and 
a weak one at that; but 
Orel and Kurtzman’s 
build-up more than com¬ 
pensates for this short¬ 
coming. 

The performances 
also strike the right note, 
uniformly impressive 
but with some characters 
unsurprisingly sidelined 
in order to establish the 
story. 

Chris Pine is hugely 
entertaining as Kirk, 
charismatic, likeable and 
headstrong. 

As the wayward 
genius who finds him¬ 
self more or less thrown 
into this new world, he 
is the audience’s eyes 
and ears, and he shows a 
deft ability to flit 


between the comedic 
and the dramatic. 

Zachary Quinto cap¬ 
tures Spock’s other¬ 
worldliness to a tee, 
while infusing him with 
just the right level of 
emotion. 

Of the rest of the 
crew, only Karl Urban’s 
‘Bones’ McCoy and Zoe 
Saldana’s Uhura are 
afforded the opportunity 
to shine; the remainder 
of the cast are victims of 
the script’s needs rather 
than any weakness in 
their performances. 

Quibbles about some 
of the more fanciful 
aspects of the storyline 
aside. Star Trek not only 
re-establishes a franchise 
that was all but dormant, 
but does so with a film 
that is engrossing and 
eminently watchable. 

How those who pray 
at the altar of everything 
Trek will respond to see¬ 
ing their favourite char¬ 
acters re-imagined I can-

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Vale trainer notches up ^maiden’ win at 
Tredegar races with the aid of Slip Duty 


TOHN NORMAN (25), who rides for 

I Vale trainer Tim Vaughan, chalked 
# P up his first winner on Robert 
Rowsell’s Slip Duty in division one of the 
maiden race before a bumper crowd over 
the popular Lower Machen course at the 
Tredegar Farmers Hunt Steeplechases on 
Sunday. 

Slip Duty, a seven-year-old chesnut gelding who 
had spent most of the last two years grazing in a 
field in Ireland until being bought cheaply by 
owner/trainer Robert Rowsell, jumped the last just 
in front of Synisterdexter and held on to win by a 
length. 

Rowsell, a former rider and show jumper of note 
himself, was full of praise for his rider, who comes 
from the Pontypridd area. He claimed Slip Duty 
would have won on his Great Britain debut earlier 


this season when made favourite, but for swallow¬ 
ing his tongue. 

For The Hell Of It, partnered by Nick Williams, 
made nearly every yard of the running in the sec¬ 
ond division - and was some 25 lengths clear at 
one stage - only to get caught just before the line 
by Mac Two, ridden by the talented John Mathias. 

Mac Two, who won by half-a-length, is owned 
and trained by Pembrokeshire National Hunt trainer 
Dai Rees, who said: “He may have one more run, 
but he is a next year horse.” 

If looks are anything to go on, then this Sunshine 
Street five-year-old bay gelding, who ran in 
bumpers in Ireland, has a bright future ahead of 
him. 

Lucy Jones, riding her husband Simon’s Dancing 
Credit, made it four wins on the bounce to win the 
ladies’ open race coming home five lengths ahead

IS THE CAT’S WHISKERS - AS 
SUPPER CLUB IS CONCERNED 


AS a coach, Clive Rowlands 
gave a fire and brimstone 
dressing room address that 
brought some players to tears 
and, as you would expect from 
a legend of Welsh rugby who 
has a passion for all things 
Welsh, TC - as he is affection¬ 
ately known - had the whole 
room hanging onto every word 
as he spoke of his experiences 
at the top of Welsh and world 
rugby, and also of life in a spe¬ 
cial garden of Wales, 

Cwmtyrch - Upper Cwmtyrch 
to be precise. 

The evening began with a scrump¬ 
tious meal of homemade bangers and 
mash, prepared and served by the 
Fourth Horseshoe Caterers. 

David East pointed out the presence 
of three former Welsh captains, two 
former Welsh coaches and two former 
Welsh scrum-halves - not a bad night 
for VIPs at a busy end of season. 

Apologies were received from for¬ 
mer Welsh wing Adrian Hadley, and 
also the irrepressible Alan Bateman, 
who was turning out for Heol-y-Cyw 
in a crucial promotion match. 

There was a warm welcome for for¬ 
mer Bridgend, Wales and Baa-Baas 
prop John Lloyd who was delighted to 
return, having enjoyed the Warren 
Gatland evening. 

Of course, the Supper Club boasts 
its own array of VIPs among its regular 
attendees, namely Onllwyn Brace, 
Howard Jones, Graham Hodgson, Tony 
Home and Terry Casey, while Llantwit 
council had a representative in the 
Mayor’s consort Dave Lane. 

A special guest at the top table was 
Don John, editorial consultant of The 
GEM newspaper, which gives the 
Supper Club and local sport such 
tremendous coverage. 

The evening was sponsored by Tony 
‘the Cobbler’ Meakin, who was joined 
by many of the boxing club fraternity. 

Last time Tony was at the club he 
received an award, and the theme of 
unsung heroes was expanded on again 
as David East introduced Gordon 
Kingston, a retired mining geology lec¬ 
turer at Cardiff University who came to 
live in Llantwit in 1969, and immedi¬ 
ately formed the Llantwit Major 
Lencing Club. It was initially linked to 
the youth club, with the school hall as 
a base, and then evolved its own iden¬ 
tity to flourish for 35 years. 

Involved since its inception, Gordon 
was fully engaged in developing 
youngsters and Llantwit became a key 
location for the development of Welsh 
fencing. Not only was Gordon a coach, 
he was also as an administrator and 
Welsh selector, and on his recent retire¬ 
ment he was presented with the presti¬ 
gious Silver Medal by the Great 
Britain Lencing Association. 


He has three sons Stephen, Mark 
and Mathew who have successfully 
represented Wales, including the 
Commonwealth Games. 

Llantwit Major was the first club in 
Wales to produce young fencing 
developers, trained by Gordon. He no 
longer coaches at a high level, but 
expresses keen interest in veteran 
fencing (over 40s) still taking part at 
70-plus as it is a good form of exer¬ 
cise. So many locals have good reason 
to thank Gordon over the years. 

He is tmly one of Llantwit Major’s 
unsung heroes and was presented with 
a commemorative Supper Club 
Dragon by Clive Rowlands. 

Gordon responded that he was 
pleasantly surprised and very hon¬ 
oured to receive the award among so 
many elite sportsmen. He said that you 
never do these things for reward, 
stressing the massive input by ama¬ 
teurs in many sports who do so much 
to produce stars past, present and 
future. 

As always, he championed his 
sport’s cause, pointing out the need for 
cash and publicity to support the all- 
important grass roots level. 

A humorous interlude followed with 
the raffle when Dr Peter Thomas laid 
claim to the large bottle of gin, purely 
for medicinal purposes of course! 
Many thanks to the other Peter 
Thomas present, whose fiver actually 
won the prize but who could not bear 
to disappoint the popular, highly- 
respected, octagenarian. 

After a short break, David East 
introduced special guest Daniel Clive 
Thomas Rowlands, 14 caps for Wales, 
all as captain. 

A talented schoolboy, Clive toured 
South Africa in 1956 with the Welsh 
Schools and made his debut for Wales 
in 1963 against England, partnering 
Dai Watkins and going on to lead 
Wales to their first Grand Slam for 13 
years in 1965. 

He played club rugby for 
Abercrave, Pontypool, Llanelli and 
Swansea. He coached Wales (1968- 
74), winning the Triple Crown and 
Grand Slam in 1971, a feat that would 
surely have been repeated in 1972 had 
the Irish game been played. 

His sharp, tactical mind brought out 
the best of a succession of dazzling 
Welsh rugby sides and paved the way 
for the Golden Era of the late 70s. In a 
dressing room full of big names, he 
was always the boss hence the nick¬ 
name Top Cat. 

As Benny (Phil Bennet) once said: 
“Clive was an inspiration, a winner, a 
character, when they made him they 
threw away the mould.” 

An excellent triple jumper as a 
youngster, he went on to become a 
teacher, a Welsh captain, the only man 
in history to have captained, coached, 
managed and acted as President of 
Welsh Rugby. 

Clive was inducted into the first- 


ever Welsh Rugby Lormer 
International Players Association Hall 
of Lame, sponsored by Honda, along¬ 
side the likes of Harry Bowcott, Viv 
Jenkins, Dr Jack Mathews, Bleddwyn 
Williams, Delme Thomas, Gareth 
Edwards, leuan Evans and Neil 
Jenkins. 

Having recovered from cancer in 
the 90s, he has raised £70,000-plus for 
cancer charities, boosted by a £425 
cheque from the Supper Club. 

When Clive rose to speak there was 
no standing at the top table. 
Microphone in hand for him - like a 
biblical scene, the tables parted for 
Clive to prowl the room like a circus 
tiger whose cage door had been left 
open. 

Not a note in sight, he spoke from 
the heart with a nod, a wink, a com¬ 
forting arm as he noted characters in 
the room, several of whom he had not 
seen since his playing days. 

He began in Welsh, a first for the 
Supper Club, to give sincere thanks 
for the invitation to follow so many 
famous names. He spoke fondly of 
Cwmtyrch throughout, as he talked on 
the theme of how much rugby matters 
to our nation. 

He recalled the infamous ‘111 
game’ against Scotland in 1963 which 
Wales won 6-0, a drop goal from Clive 
and a penalty kicked by Graham 
Hodgson. 

Wales won the dour contest as the 
ball was kicked into touch time after 
time by ‘yours truly’ at scrum-half, to 
yield 111 lineouts and bring about the 
law change which has helped shape 
the modem game. 

As Clive says, he got the blame but 
he’s sure Dai Watkins and Graham 
Hodgson kicked the ball out once or 
twice. 

He approached Onllwyn Brace, 
another great Welsh scmm-half, who, 
for his sins, had taught Clive how to 
kick. Onllwyn quickly pointed out he 
may have taught him how to kick, but 
not when. 

The game brought the late great 
mgby writer JBG Thomas to muse that 
he would write Clive’s obituary head¬ 
line as ‘Clive kicks the bucket’. As a 
10-year-old at the time, all I can 
remember is Wales winning and Clive 
and his team arrived back in Wales as 
heroes. 

The theme of Clive’s talk was car¬ 
ing is important, and Wales winning is 
important, and how much mgby suc¬ 
cess matters to the Welsh nation, the 
so-called feel good factor. 

Clive then spotted John Lloyd, a 
unanimous choice as skipper by his 
contemporaries when Clive was in 
charge of the Welsh team, and a great 
servant to Welsh mgby as player, cap¬ 
tain and coach. 

He said John was the first of a new 
breed of front row forward, fortunate 
that Bridgend and Llantwit favourite 
Brian Jones had taught him all he 


knew, Clive then approached Brian’s 
table to shake his hand and say how 
unlucky he had been not to be capped. 

The Welsh tour to New Zealand in 
1969 was another topic to keep every¬ 
one engrossed, with coach Clive caus¬ 
ing a stir by suggesting that the All 
Blacks best back, Sid Going, would 
not get in the Cwmtyrch under-11s. 

Lergie McCormack’s boot con- 
denrned Wales to defeat, despite Wales 
fielding a backline of JPR, Maurice 
Richards, John Dawes, Keith Jarrett, 
Gerald Davies, Barry John and Gareth 
Edwards. 

Clive’s other retort that Wales could 
always go back home and beat 
England also raised a few eyebrows in 
the press. 

They say that behind every good 
man there is a good woman and Clive 
revealed his wife Margaret’s influence 
on his mgby career, with her consider¬ 
able knowledge of the game derived 
from growing up with five elder 
mgby-mad brothers, the well-known 
Jeffrey boys. 

Clive then reiterated that rugby mat¬ 
ters so much to so many. What is so 
great about mgby is the people. He 
highlighted Graham Hodgson saying 
that the modem game has no better 
punter of the ball and how he and 
Graham were friends for life. 

Clive chatted about another great 
mgby friend, the wonderful Waka 
Nathan, one of many stories that kept 
everyone riveted. 

Clive stated how much it meant to 
him personally to have represented his 
country, and he was so passionate and 
vivid in detail that you could almost 
smell the liniment in the Welsh chang¬ 
ing room. 

He may have gone around the hous¬ 
es once or twice, but he always came 
down to earth in Cwmtyrch. 

Clive’s humour was brilliant, often 
subtle with his beaming, cheeky 
scmm-half smile showing a man con¬ 
tent with his hectic 71 years. It is obvi¬ 
ous he would swap nothing from a 
wonderful past. 

His references to Cwmtyrch and its 
links with Royalty and the Higher 
Clergy were hilarious, and he finished 
the evening by thanking everyone for 
listening, encouraging the Supper Club 
to keep it going as it is a marvellous 
occasion. 

Everyone in the room rose as one to 
give Clive a richly-deserved standing 
ovation, and he was presented with a 
special Supper Club Dragon by 
Llantwit Major RLC chairman Mike 
Hill. 

What made Clive such an excep¬ 
tional guest was not only his oratory 
and vivid recollection of a lifetime of 
wonderful experiences, but also the 
time he took to speak to individuals 
and groups both before and after the 
function.

(If it is missing, right-ciick on a 
tooibar and seiect Customise from the 
drop-down menu. On the Tooibars tab 
ciick on Standard to highiight that tooi¬ 
bar and then ciick on the Commands 
tag. Highiight Format in the ieft-hand 
pane and the avaiiabie commands wiii 
appear in the right-hand pane. Ciick on 
Format Painter and drag it to the tooi¬ 
bar on the main window and drop it.) 

So what does it do? Exactiy what it 
says on the tin! When you are working 
on a document, be it text or a spread¬ 
sheet you often need to do something 
speciai with a piece of it. 

It might be underiining, making 
boid or itaiic or even using a compiete- 
iy different font on a poster or invita¬ 
tion. 

You might even provide a back¬ 
ground coiour to highlight some text or 
provide different coloured lines on text 
boxes. 

It is perfectly feasible to combine 
several effects onto a single object or 
piece of text. 


After fiddling about for some time 
with several options, you finally settle 
on something you like. If you then 
decide that you want something else to 
look just the same, the format Painter 
will do the job in a trice. 

Select (ie highlight) anything that 
has the format you want to replicate (it 
need only be a small sample); click on 
the Format Painter button and when 
you highlight the next thing the wanted 
formatting will magically be applied to 
it. 

The freshly formatted bits do not 
even have to be in the same document; 
the Painter will happily work between 
them. 

If you want to copy the formatting 
several times then highlight the origi¬ 
nal formatted sample as before and 
double-click on the Format Painter 
button. 

Now you can highlight a series of 
things and each will be painted with 
the original formatting until you click 
on the button again to stop it. Because 
it is easy to undo if you go wrong there 
is no risk of a disaster. 

In the same vein there are other but¬ 
tons that might fill the bill for some¬ 
thing that you do that is not quite main¬ 
stream. If enough people have asked 
for it, it is likely that a software engi¬ 
neer has designed one to do the job. 

For example, there is a button to 
highlight text for you, just like the one 
you would use on paper. You can find 
it in exactly the same way as noted 
above for the Format Painter. 

It is great for emphasising a point. 

While you are there, have a browse 
around the other commands. You 
should be able to find a few helpful 
ones. There are over 1500 of them after 
all.

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN THAT the Vale of Glamorgan Council in exercise of its powers 
under the Local Authorities Alcohol Consumption in Designated Public Places) Regulations 2007 
has made an Order which shall come into effect on the I st June 2009 identifying places detailed 
the Schedule below as designated public places pursant to the Criminal Justice and Police Act 
2001 (as amended by the Violent Crime Reduction Act 2006). 

The Order allows a police officer, and other accredited persons, to control the consumption of 
alcohol within designated places. If they believe that someone is consuming alcohol or intends 
consume alcohol they can require them to stop or they can confiscate the alcohol. 

Any person who fails without reasonable excuse to comply with an officer’s request under this 
provision may commit an offence and may be issued with a penalty notice for disorder or may 
be liable to prosecution.The areas proposed are identified and described in the Schedule below.
